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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification (Paragraph 4 Lines 1-4, and 
Paragraph 5 Lines 1-4) is not a proper information disclosure statement. 37 

CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information submitted for 
consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." 
Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, 
they have not been considered. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informality: the phrase "... a cutout 
is formed in a = 60°-120° degree on said cover" (Claim 1 Lines 5-6) could have the term 
"degree" removed. 

4. Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informality: the phrase "...in give 
case aluminum" (Claim 5 Line 3) could be written as "...in given case aluminum". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Howard (USPN 4,927,048). 

7. Regarding Claim 1 , the patent to Howard - a beverage can with a sanitary cover 
- discloses a protective device (17) for beverage cans with a cover (Fig. 1 ) joining the 
upper part of the beverage can (Fig. 4), characterized by that, the cover of the 
protective device is a cover of circular shape (Fig. 1) covering a discharging opening 
(14) of the beverage can and a cutout is formed in a = 60°-120 degrees on said cover 
(Fig. 1 ), furthermore in the bottom of the cover there is a fixing brim joining below the 
brim of the lid of the beverage can (Fig. 4). 
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8. Regarding Claim 2, Howard discloses the protective device has a skirting (21) 

covering the side of the beverage can (Fig. 2). 

9. Regarding Claim 3, Howard teaches the angle of the cutout in the cover is 
between 80° and 90° (Fig. 1) - as shown in Paragraph 7 of this office action. 

1 0. Regarding Claim 4, Howard discloses ribs formed on the outer part of the cover 
of the protective device (Fig. 4). 




1 1 . Regarding Claim 5, Howard discloses the protective device is made from 
aluminum (Col. 2 Lines 49-52).
